of the fire. 

Mr. Kennedy, a traveling sales- 
man for a tool company, was in 
Minnesota when the fire occurred, 
and his father was looking after the 
family's needs during his absence.

The two children had their beds 
in the dining room and their beds 
were charred. 

The fire no doubt started from a 
defective oil heater in the garage.

The Kennedys have 
estimated their loss at approxi- 
mately $8,500.

Economic Highlights' ■ - 

Did you ever hear of an "annual $70,000,000,000 
guessing game? Alfred Steinberg writes about it, 
in the January issue of The Reader's Digest. This 
incredibly expensive guessing game, he shows, is 
implicit in the present- method of making each year's 
federal budget. 

The reasons for this sad state of affairs are sev- 
stated by no less an authority than former President 
Herbert Hooven "Under present procedures there 
is no effective control over expenditures either by 
Congress or the executive." The method looks 
good — on the surface. The President estimates and 
requests the money he thinks needed to run the gov- 
ernment, and then Congress decides whether or not 
his | : ideas are correct and acts accordingly. But the 
truth is. according to Mr. Steinberg,, that ". '. .'an en- 
trenched bureaucracy controls the budget; the Pres- 
ident and Congress have become the tail on this

How to do it? A woman — or a 
woman's club — studies a local or 
state traffic situation, identifies a 
problem, works put a solution and 
then tells the story — in an entry for 
the 1958 Carol Lane Awards, the na- 
tionwide program honoring women's 
contributes to the field of traffic 
safety through community or state 
projects. 

Individual . women or women's 
clubs or parents' groups who have 
organized and executed such safety 
programs "during the- period of the 
calendar year preceding the closing 
date of June 15, 1958. are eligible 
for the 1958 Carol Lane Awards. 

Previous Carol Lane Awards have 
honored women for work in such 
fields as vehicle legislation, vehicle 
inspection, driver training and bi- 
cycle and pedestrian safety. 

The Carol Lane Awards are ad- 
ministered by the National Safety 
Council through a grant of Shell Oil 
Co. and are named for Shell's wom- 
en's travel director. 

Individual Carol Lane winners 
receive a $1,000 savings bond and a 
bronze sculpture symbolizing "Wo- 
man's protective instinct." Second 
and .third place awards are $500 and 
$250 in savings bonds, respectively, 
and a bas-relief of the sculpture. 

The six award winners (three in- 
dividual and three women represent- 
ing clubs, are guests of Shell at the 
National Safety Congress in Octo- 
ber, when they receive their awards 
at a special luncheon.
